to Butters Row Bridge

WILMINGTON — On Mon- 
day night the Board of 
Selectmen discussed a 
memorandum they received 
from the Department of 
Public Works (DPW) 
regarding a review of the 
Butters Row Bridge. 


Some noteworthy points 
from the memo include that 
the bridge is currently post- 
ed for five tons (or 10,000 
pounds); the bridge under- 
went construction in 1987; in 
December of 2011 the tim- 
ber decking was replaced; 
in June of 2012 the asphalt 
wearing course was re- 
placed over. the wood deck; 
and in September of 2013 


some repairs were done to 
the asphalt wearing course. 

The Butters Row Bridge 
deck and substructure were 
rated by the MassDOT cod- 
ing system for rating brid- 
ges as fair, and the super- 
structure of the bridge was 
rated as poor, meaning that 
advanced sections of the 
area have experienced dete- 
rioration. 


“The bridge inspections 
are done on a cyclical basis 
depending upon the condi- 
tion of the bridge, in our 
case since we have one sec- 
tion of the bridge rated as 
poor the inspections are 
done yearly. The next in- 
spection is due in June of 
2017, so right around the 
corner. There is some work 
that has been identified as 


slated to be completed, one 
piece of that is to remove 
and replace sections of the 
timber decking and then the 
second piece of work that 
will be done during con- 
struction season is resurfac- 
ing the wearing course on 
the bridge itself,” explained 
Town Manager Jeffrey Hull.

WILMINGTON — Some articles 
of interest from Spring Town 
Meeting that generated some con- 
versation before the votes were 
taken were Articles 11, 44, and 52.

Discussion began with resident

police armory. 

“How would Tasers have been 
useful in past situations if we had 
them? Because I stand in opposi- 
tion of this article.” 

As an example, Chief of Police 
Michael Begonis said, “We had a 
specific incident that occurred a 


couple of years ago at the train - 


station in the center of town 
where a mentally ill individual 
had attacked several commuters 
with a knife. The officers respond- 
ed and engaged in a roll-on-the- 
ground battle with the individual 
which he broke free from taking 
one of their weapons, and he bar- 
ricaded himself next to the old 
Sweetheart Plastics building. 


“Tt was a good long standoff that 


“ took over 25 minutes in ae 


time we did not have Tasers, and 
at that point it would have been an 
unfortunate incident if the individ- 
ual had charged one of the offi- 
cers. At that point the less lethal 
munitions we used on him did not 
work, and the next option would 
have been to shoot to stop him, 
which would have been unfortu- 
nate for anybody.” 

_ “This is a life saving device, this 
is not something, although it is a 
weapon, it is not something you 
use to kill people. This is designed 
to incapacitate people without 
using impact munitions on them 
or shooting them, which is another 
alternative in that situation. This 
is a state of the art project, the

Wilmington to blaze new trail, create 
full-time substance abuse counselor position

WILMINGTON — At the 
April 24 Board of Selectmen 
meeting it was announced 
that the town has created a 
new full-time position for a 
substance abuse counselor. 
The person in this position 
would be helping the victims 
of substance abuse as well 
as their families. 

The substance abuse coun- 
selor would be working out 
of the Public Safety Building 
and working closely with the 
Police Department to help 
get substance abuse victims 
and their families the re- 
sources that they need. 

At the meeting before this 
one, it was discussed that in 
the fiscal year 2017 budget, 
$80,000 was appropriated for 
issuing a request for propos- 
als (RFP) and engaging with 
a behavioral health company 
to provide these services. 

“The RFP was issued at 
the end of February, propos- 
als were due at the end of 
March; unfortunately, we did 
not receive any proposals 
and, as you recall at the last 
meeting, the board was look- 
ing for the direction from 
here,” said Town Manager 
Jeffrey Hull. 

In terms of a timeline for 
hiring the substance abuse 
counselor, Hull said that they 
are looking to finalize the job 
description using informa- 
tion from other communities 
who have a similar position 
soon, begin advertising for 
the position in May, select 
and interview candidates 
based on the chosen criteria 
by the week of May 22, look 
to bring someone on board 
by the end of June, and since 
it is likely that the person 
may have to give notice to 
their current employer, have 
them in place in late June or 
early July if possible. 

After hearing the timeline, 
Selectmen Chair Michael 
Champoux stated, “At our 
last meeting I think it was 
the common theme, or com- 
mon thread, for those of us 
who were on the board at the 
time that we wanted to con- 
tinue to attach a high level of 
priority to this effort, and I 
can see that that has been 
the intent here with your 
sequence of events. Person- 
ally, I feel satisfied with the 
schedule... I’m frustrated 
that it doesn’t move faster, 


but that’s the way the process 
has to go. I’m emboldened 
that we are at a point that we 
are taking some positive 
steps forward, so it’s good 
news in my regard.” 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
commented that he was not 
sure that it was necessary to 
have a full time position and 
suggested looking into a 
part-time position or having 
a regional individual, shar- 
ing a full-time person with 
other communities. He then 
asked Chief of Police Mi- 
chael Begonis for more in- 
formation on the position. 

“When we looked at that 
regional approach, we saw 
that other communities had a 
regional approach and it was 
kind of a cursory top layer 
style where they would come 
in, they would set up a shingle 
one day a week and have indi- 
viduals come to them. This is 
a whole different model. 

“We’re looking to be proac- 
tive, we’re looking to be grass 
roots, looking to hit the 
streets when we get informa- 
tion that there’s a family that 
has an individual struggling, 
to reach out to them,” ex- 
plained Begonis. 

“This isn’t just for the indi- 
vidual that’s addicted, it’s for 
the family, as well. If any- 
body’s ever known anybody 
that lives in a family or in a 
household where there’s a 
substance abuse problem 
with one of their loved ones, 
they realize quickly that it’s a 
health problem for the entire 
family. There’s a lot of mys- 
tery about the whole process, 
and part of this plan would be 
to educate the people better, 
the families better, so they 
have more information, that 
they can be there at that tip- 
ping point, at the time that’s 
critical, to get the assistance 
for their individual needs.” 

He then went on to explain 
that the average person in 
recovery is in recovery for 
about 10 years and goes to 
three major rehabs, which is 
a difficult time not only for 
them but for their family as 
well. The counselor would be 
working with more than just 
the one individual, but the 
whole family. 

“If that’s a family of five, 
then that’s five people that 
individual would be trying to 
help, to make the proper 
referrals,” said Begonis. 

Begonis went on to say that 
Wilmington will be the first 
community to go in this direc- 
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tion. 

“This is unique; no other 
community is doing what we 
plan to do. I believe it’s 
going to have a lot of suc- 
cess. I’ve spent a lot of time 
over the years sitting with 
families that struggle 
through this process and try- 
ing to help them, and know- 
ing that I’m limited to the 
information that I can give 
them and the assistance I 
can give them, I think this 
gives us the opportunity to 
respond in conjunction with 
them, resolve any safety 
issues that exist, and then 
pass off so that the coun- 
selor can give them direc- 
tions to the places they need 
to go,” he said. 

After hearing what the 
chief had to say, McCoy said, 
“This discussion is healthy. I 
missed the boat on that and 
I apologize. I’m all for it.” 

Selectman Ed Loud stated, 
“I just want to commend the 
board for pushing this for- 
ward because it is a very 
important subject. There’s a 
light at the end of the tunnel.” 

“This is probably my top 
priority here as a volunteer... 
I appreciate the Chief’s 
proactive approach, a lot of 
people talk about trying to 
lift the stigma around addic- 
tion, and this is one way that 
Wilmington can be on the 
forefront of doing that... the 
taxpayers have already ap- 
proved the money last year, 
we obviously have identified 
that there is a need. I think 
that this is a great approach 
and I’m prepared to support 
this,” said Selectman Greg- 
ory Bendel. 

On Wilmington being the 
first to go in this direction, 
Champoux stated, “It occur- 
ring to me we’re being a 
trailblazer with this particu- 
lar position, and sometimes 
in municipal operations or 
government I think I don’t 
know if I want to be a trail- 
blazer. Sometimes it’s better 
to let some other community 
make the mistakes and learn 
from them and let them 
invent the wheel and then 


\ we can go get the wheel and 


apply it ourselves. 

“But we’re talking about 
human life and we don’t have 
the time to wait here, so under 
your leadership and your 
guidance, and together with 
the people at Town Hall, I 
believe this is the most appro- 
priate time to be a trailblazer 
and I’m encouraged by it.”

Work to be done on schools 
during summer months 9

WILMINGTON — At the 
last School Committee mee- 
ting, interim superintend- 
ent Paul Ruggiero gave an 
update on projects that will 
be done on the schools by 
the Department of Public 
Works (DPW) and the Pub- 
lic Buildings Department 
during the summer and 
early fall. 

At the Boutwell, the roof 

_ will be removed and re- 
placed, including the re- 
moval of the brick stack no 
longer in use for the old 
heating system. 

The chairlift will be re- 
placed at the Shawsheen. 

At the Woburn Street 
School, there will be resur- 
facing of the tennis and 
basketball courts. The proj- 
ect has gone out to bid and 
is expected to begin in the 
second week of July and to 


be finished by mid-August. | 


The North Intermediate 
School will have the re- 
moval and replacement of 
the gym, café, and class- 
room wing roofs. They will 
be replacing the interior 
lights with new LED lights. 
There will be reconstruction 
in the front parking lot (on 
the Salem Street side) that 
includes new asphalt, gran-

ite curb, and walkway re- 
pairs, which is slated to be- 
gin late July and finish be- 
fore the school opens in fall. 

There will also be water 
main construction on Bal- 
lardvale Street from the

tinuing past the Route 125 
overpass of Route 93, with 
the anticipated start date 
being July 3, substantial 
completion expected by 
Oct. 27, and the final close 
out is expected on Nov. 17.

Arraignment date for teen not disclosed to public

WILMINGTON — A stu- 
dent at Wilmington Middle 
School is charged with three 
counts of possession of an 
explosive device, possession 
of a counterfeit note, and 
threatening to commit a 
crime. 

On May 3, a classmate re- 


ported receiving threatening 
messages on social media 
from the 13-year-old male in 
question. 

The day after the class- 
mate reported the threats to 
school officials, Middlesex 
District Attorney Marian 
Ryan and Wilmington Police 
Chief Michael Begonis is- 
sued a press release about 
the charges.

In order to pro- 
tect the two people travel- 
ling in front of him, Deputy 
Kotfila cut in front of the 
vehicle and crashed head-on 
into the wrong-way driver in 
order to protect others on 
the road at the expense of 
his own life.

He found his calling in 1996, 
when he began his work 
serving Sen. John O’Brien of 
Andover and later Sen. Steve 
Panagiotakos of Lowell as a 
legislative aide. Working in 
constituent services allowed 
him to give to others in an 
official capacity and flex the 
skills he learned working in 
insurance sales MetLife. 

Simon has kept busy since 
his retirement in 2006 from 
the Middlesex County Sher- 
iff’s Office. His year is de- 
fined not by seasons, but is 
divided by charity events. 
There is no Memorial Day 
until he sees Owl Diner 
Charity’s annual golf tourna- 
ment come to fruition, and 
New Year’s Eve can’t happen 
until he’s raised money for 
the Salvation Army of Low- 
ell’s Radiothon. 

This past year, the Sal- 
vation Army raised over 
$160,000, much of which will 
go directly to serving the 
Lowell community. Captain 
David Childs, head officer of 


the local chapter of the char- 
ity cited Simon as being 
instrumental in obtaining 
those funds. 

“He (Simon) has his black 
book of friends that he calls 
to get them to make a 
pledge,” said Childs. 

It goes beyond an ability to 
convince people to give;

Still, Simon is humbled by the 
accolades. He is quick to note 
that while he may be in the 
spotlight for his charity work, 
it’s an army of people that get 
the job done. For Simon, 
awards are a nice bonus for 
the work he does, but they’re 
far from the reason he has 
devoted his life to giving. 

“T was totally surprised,” 
Simon said. “I believe in 
most cases, the gift is really 
to the giver.

conversation with Mike 
(Woods, Public Works Di- 
rector) and Paul (Alunni, 
Town Engineer) and Jamie 
(Magaldi, Operations Mana- 
ger) about the requirements, 
but I would be very certain 
that (MassDOT) would not 
fund a single lane bridge.

“My concern is safety and 
getting the fire apparatus 
over there. It is a bad bridge 
and it needs to be addressed, 
and I know some of the resi- 
dents down there complain 
that they can’t walk the 
street because of the traffic. 
We. talked about sidewalks 
and the possibility of putting 
that in and that might be the 
beginning of doing that as 
well, but we need to address 
it, because if we’re saying 
now a fire truck has to go all 
the way down Burlington 
Avenue and cut across Chest- 
nut Street and then come up, 
I mean that’s not good.” 

“The manager brought up 
that the town looked into this 
in the late 90s, early 2000s, 
certainly long before I was 
involved here, but is there a 
way to try and get a pulse 
from the residents down that 
end?

streets,” Gingrich said. 

Nelson disagreed with 
what Gingrich presented 
and stated that “the official 
map actually creates a hard- 
ship on property owners 
insofar as if you’re denied a 
building permit you are then 
required to either go to the 
Board of Appeals who actu- 
ally do have legal authority 
to issue a building permit 
through. the powers that 
were granted to them back 
in 1977 at Town Meeting. The 
Planning Board itself has 
never adopted Mass General 
Laws Chapter 41 Sections 81 
F, G, and H, which I at- 
tempted to do last year, but 
it was ruled out of order. 

“20 years ago, almost to the 
date, we had a two day trial 
in the Land Court and the 
Chief Justice of the Land 
Court, Judge Kilborn, said 
that if access roads are to be 
open and they are not on the 
official map, both boards 
have jurisdiction. So, not 
everybody wants it open to 
the public and in that case 
you would only have to go to 
the Board of Appeals to get 
relief from the official map. 

“The 81 G process that the 
Planning Board currently 
has, their application, num- 
ber one, has never been 
adopted under 81 Q which is 
required to do before you 
can even have an application 
and the fee schedule is simi- 
lar in that they have to go 81 
Q and the fee schedule also 


has to be approved by the 
Board of Selectmen, which 
has never happened.” 

Resident Joanne Shukis 
then stated that she did not 
want the map dissolved and 
that the town has not chan- 
ged land wise and still has 
the same boundaries. She 
posed the question of how it 
would affect her. 

Resident Jim Burnham 
stood in support of this article. 

“Tt only seems fair and 
proper that our maps are 
updated correctly, just as a 
matter of clarity in terms of 
future development of the 
town that if we do have an 
official map it simply should 
be updated to reflect the cur- 
rent conditions.” 

State Representative Jim 
Miceli then asked what the 
timetable would be like to 
take action on a map of this 
type and accommodate Nel- 
son and the article. 

“He’s been back year after 
year and we look around 
town and we see people 
building and then we sit in 
amazement and wonder how 
a condo development got 
there, so the point I’m mak- 
ing is here’s one guy with 
limited resources and a lim- 
ited proposal. I guess he’s 
got a magic name or some- 
thing because when he pro- 
poses something it never 
seems to get the light of day. 
I was on the Planning Board 
and I know they could ac- 
commodate him.”

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Overcomes two major knee surgeries 
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a Lucky Pennie

We will likely never know 
just how much pain Chris 
Pennie is in when he takes 
the field for the Rivier 
University Lacrosse team. 
We will never know because 
the ‘sophomore midfielder 
and faceoff specialist refus- 
es to make excuses or com- 
plain, despite enduring two 

_ torn ACLs and the surgery 
and rehab that goes with 
them over the past two sea- 
sons. 

Through it all, the 2015 
Wilmington High graduate 
and former captain of the 
Wildcats lacrosse team, has 
endured and excelled for the 
Raiders, this season moving 
into the primary faceoff role 
for the team, while also 
becoming one of the team’s 
leaders in ground ball pick- 
ups with 44 on the season, 
second most on the team. 
«His efforts helped a young 
and inexperienced Raiders 
team finish with a_ .500 
fecord at 8-8, and earn a 
Spot in the Great Northeast 
Athletic Conference (GNAC) 
Tournament, where they 
nearly pulled off a huge 
upset before falling to 
Johtison & Wales last 
Tuesday by a score of 17-14. 

“We were definitely disap- 
pointed with the way it 
ended, but overall it was a 
good season,” Pennie said. 
“We were a very close team 
which helped us a lot. We 
are a pretty young team, we 
only had four seniors. They 
were a huge part of our 
team, but we were mostly 
sophomores and juniors, so 
a-lot of us will be back next 
year.” 

The Raiders may have 
offered a nice glimpse into 
the future during the fourth 
quarter of their loss to 
Johnson & Wales. Trailing 
15-7 entering the final quar- 
ter, the Raiders came storm- 
ing .back, scoring seven 
straight goals to close within 
15-14 before ultimately 
falling just short. 

“We just could not get that 
last one, but that quarter 
was similar to the way we 
fought all year long,” Rivier 
coach James DeLanoy said. 
“With kids like Chris Pennie 
on-our side we are a team 
that will continue to fight. 
This is a tough group of 
kids.” 

Perhaps none tougher than 
Pennie, who tore the ACL in 
his left knee during his sen- 
iorsyear of high school, and

the ACL in his right knee 
during his freshman season 
at Rivier, but still managed 
to play in 16 games for the 
Raiders this season, starting 
14 of them. 

“Chris won’t tell you how 
much pain he plays through, 
but we can see it,” DeLanoy 
said. “He never complains, 
he just fights and pushes for- 
ward. We play 16 games and 
we practice six days a week 
for 17 weeks. That takes a 
toll on a healthy kid, let 
alone someone coming back 
from an injury. It is just a 
testament to his toughness 
that nothing stops him.” 

Pennie suffered his first 
ACL injury just four games 
into his senior year at 
Wilmington High, causing 
him to miss the rest of the 
season, as well as the sum- 
mer program at Rivier, 
which most first year play- 
ers use to acclimate them- 
selves to the college game. 

Ironically Pennie’s first 
injury came from him doing 
what he does best, trying to 
set an example for his team- 
mates. 

“We were playing Melrose 
and getting killed, so as one 
of our captains, I wanted to 
keep going hard and get 
everyone's energy up,” 
Pennie said. “So, I was 
down in the Melrose end, 
pushing a kid out of bounds 
and I felt a pop. I didn't 
think much of it, but I ran 
two steps and it felt funny, so 
I ran off the field. I still did- 
n't think it was that bad 
until the next day when I 
went to the doctor and found 
out it was a torn ACL." 

Pennie did make it back for 
the start of his freshman 
lacrosse season the follow- 
ing spring, but with four 
games left in his first colle- 
giate season, he suffered his 
second torn ACL, forcing 
him to once again miss the 
summer program and the 
experience that goes with it. 

"I won a faceoff battle for a 
ground ball and my cleat got 
stuck in the dirt, and my 
knee caved in sideways,” 
Pennie said. “That time I 
knew what it was. 

That injury occurred in 
April of 2016, and it was 
February of 2017 before he 
was able to get back into 
action. He was cleared just 
days before the start of the 
spring program of this sea- 
son, which he thankfully 
made it through unscathed. 
Actually, not only unscathed, 
but as a big contributor to 
the Raiders, where he not 
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Wilmington resident Chris Pennie has come back from two 
major knee surgeries to help the Rivier University Men’s 
Lacrosse team into post-season play. He serves as the team’s 


face-off player. 


only had the 44 ground balls, 
but also won 116 faceoffs, ful- 
filling a key role on the team 
after seeing limited action 
last season. 

“This year I was able to 
step into a bigger role, but I 
had a lot of help,” Pennie 
said. “It was not just me 
taking over. Our seniors, 
and especially our coaching 
staff were a huge help. I 
relied on them a lot. A lot of 
kids stepped up their game 
this season. 

“Faceoffs are a big part of 
the game, and if I don’t win 
it, then I have to try and get 
the ground ball however I 
can. I did it a lot in high 
school, but in high school I 
would stay on the field and 
play offense and defense as 
well. Here I more just spe- 
cialize in faceoffs.” 

Well, not exactly, as Pennie 
also contributed two goals 
and three assists on the sea- 
son. And as DeLanoy 
explains, he brought more to 
the team than the numbers 
that can be captured in a 
box score. 

“He did a great job with us 
on faceoffs, but he also con- 
tributed in other ways as 
well,” DeLanoy said. “He 
had a couple of goals for us, 
and he also contributes to 
the positive culture of the 
team. When the other kids 
see him with two knee 
braces on still battling on 
the ground for a faceoff, it 
helps motivate everyone. I 
just can’t say enough about 
him.” 


Pennie has also done a nice 
job of adjusting to the more 
challenging level of play at 
the college level, making a 
nice transition from high 
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school, even while missing 
key training sessions. 

“It was a tough adjust- 
ment, not only coming back 
from the injury, but every- 
thing was different, because 
the players are just so much 
better,” Pennie said. .“In 
high school, if we were play- 
ing a bad team we could just 
kill them, but in college even 
the bad teams have a lot of 
good players, so there are no 
easy games."

“WILMINGTON - Joining

band, she explained, was 
the athlete, having compet- 
ed in 5K road races and 
triathlons. But soon after 
the birth of her daughter 
Arya, Harris came across 
a notice offering a “run 
your first” 5K training pro- 
gram, which was devel- 
oped by Dianne Vitale. The 
Sole Sisters soon added 
another member. 

“I guess it was fate that I 
saw that posting,” said 
Harris, who is a Boston- 
based attorney, currently 
working part-time. “I 
decided to sign up and it 
was one of the best deci- 


sions I ever made. At the © 


start, I could barely run 
for 2-minutes at a time but 
by the end of the program, 
I was so proud to complete 
the entire 5K run with our 
group.” 

Harris credits that 
“sroup” with providing the 
support and encourage- 
ment to forge ahead and 
achieve her goal. She 
explained that along with 
Tuesday night workouts, 
there was also ample sup- 
port on the weekends, dur- 
ing what she called “home- 
work” runs. When it was 
all said and done, the pro- 
gram. and the Sole Sisters 
guided Harris to her first 
finish line and an award. 

“Tt was such an emotional 
and inspiring night,” 
recalled Harris. “So many 
seasoned runners from our 
club came to cheer us on. 
It was the first medal I 
ever got for running a race 
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miles; to 13.1-miles was a 
tall task, indeed, but this 
fledgling distance runner 
once again enjoyed an 
abundance of support. 

“T think the only way I 
was able to prepare for 
that distance was because 
of our amazing coach, 
Carmela Tavares,” credit- 
ed Harris. “Until we start- 
ed our half-marathon 
training program, I was 
still only running 3-miles 
at the most.” 

Harris not only finished 
the race, but did so in a 
respectable 2:39. Six weeks 
later, she traveled to 
California with a group of 
friends to enter the Napa- 
to-Sonoma Half-Marathon, 
which she completed in a 
time of 2:34. But Harris 
wasn’t quite done with the 
string of personal bests. 
Recently, at the Earth 
Rock Run in Amesbury, 
Mass., she shaved another 
12-minutes off, recording a 
2:22 on what she described 
as a hilly, difficult course. 
A Sole Sister teammate 
joined Harris for 6-miles, 
encouraging her, and then 
others who had already 
finished were waiting at 
the finish line to congratu- 
late her for yet another 
job-well-done. 

In several weeks, Harris 
will hop over to Martha’s 
Vineyard to take on her 
fourth half-marathon but 
admits that she prefers 
shorter races.

Pennie had plenty of help 
making his way back to the 
field, starting with his sur- 
geon, the renowned Dr. 
Thomas Gill, the former 
team physician for the New 
England Patriots. Pennie 
knew he was in good hands, 
literally with Dr. Gill. 

"Doctor Gill is the best. He 
is the total package,” Pennie 
said. “I just can't tell you 
enough good things about 
him. First of all, he did the 
job right, but also he is just 
so personable, and he really 
showed that he cared about 
me.

Despite Dr. Gill’s expertise, 
it was still a long road back 
for Pennie, on both occa- 
sions. 
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“There is a lot of physical 
therapy,” Pennie said. “The 
first week or so, I was totally 
couch ridden, and then I was 
on crutches the week after 
that, and doing physical 
therapy three times per 
week.” 

Pennie also credits his fam- 
ily, including his sister 
Megan, and his parents for 
their support throughout his 
recovery. 

“My family was great the 
whole time,” Pennie said. 
“Whether I was sitting’ on 
the couch or yelling at them 
because I was just grumpy 
because I couldn’t move they 
always put up with me and 
they were always helping 
me, even when they needed 


to help me just get up and 
move.” 

The best news for Pennie 
about this season was just 
the opportunity to be playing 
again and not sitting on the 
sidelines, a position he had 
never been used to. 

“It was more frustrating 
than anything else,” Pennie 
said. “I have played sports 
my whole life, between foot- 
ball, basketball and lacrosse, 
so this was my first time sit- 
ting out. I felt very left out. 
The whole time all you want 
to do is get back on the field, 
which I was finally able to 
do, so I am very happy tobe 
back."
